The laconic didpatoli from Mr. Hn^-

ProTince. The Canadian Premier 
answered that ho was unable to saj- 
wiiBM or •WHEKE tho rnilwny would bo 
oomruencod uutil tbo plans and reports 

■were submitted. It was vorv general- 
ly and, as it appears to us, reusouably 
expected that air. Mackenzie, if not. 

in tbo opening Rpoccb at least in bis 
place in tbo Houso of Commons, would 
have been prepared to make a dcfuiito 
statement of bis railway policy which 
had already occasioned so much noise 
•nd unrest. It would appear, however, 
from his answer to tbo enquiry of one 

- of our representatives that such was 
not the case, — that ho either could 

not or would not throw a ray of light 
on a matter which has so long occa- 

ijonod tbo most painful suspense in 

this portion of tbo Dominion. It is 

■ not impossible that tbo Canadian Pre- 
mier may have been justified by cogent 

reasons of public policy in withholding 

information so eagerly desired. It is 

understood that he is engaged in pre- 
I, paring a scheme in the nature of 

new or "relaxed" terms; it is sur- 
mised that he is at this very moment 

feehng the pulse of British Columbia 

with a view to ascertaining the precise 

amount of relaxation she will stand. 

Under these circumstances it can read- 
ily be understood how inimical to the 

Buccess of necotiations the untimely 

letting in of light might i>rove. Even 

the most impatient amongst us must, 

therefore, exonerate Mr. Mackenzie 

from the charge of unnecessary and 

wanton reticence, however provoking 

for the nonce. Yet, making due allow- 
ance for all these circumstancos, it 

does appeark) us that the Premier is 

scarcely justified in ignoring, as bo 

would seem to do, the fact that the 

initial point for tbo commencement of 

the railway on tbo Pacific coast has 

long since been determined by Order 
in Council — authority we feel assured 

he will desire to respect.

"Wg are not going, nt this mo- 
ment, to elaborate ou the nicrita of the 
case itself, this v.-o shall defer until the 
coneliisioii; but wo may bo porniitlod 
to point out tlio (iolinquoncy of tho 
Miniatera employed by the people to 
manage their estate, without touching 
upon the' charge of ateolute compli- 
"city, which liaa liccu brougkfc against 
tbein. Our roadera wJio have per'sucd 
tho roporta in tlu) Yictoria papers, of 
tlio in-oceedin;;E; before tho iioyalCom- 
miasion, must romeinbt r tliab tho l;-.- 
land has boon taken np almost entire- 
ly aa farniiuj^ land, certain mon who 
never saw tho Island and aro never 
likely to see it, haying Drcomptod IGO 
acres cacli, Tlmy know nothing and 
cared nothing about fanning, .-is they 
uovoriuloiidcd to adopt tlio businesH; 
in fact they merely lent their names to 
a certain clique — whom wo shall ex- 
pose in a Kubs' iqueiit articdc — in order 
that the nionibers of llio cliquri roforred 
to iiii;;Iit gr.ab iiie wliuk; ol' the val- 
uable ii'iuerai laud on the Island. 
Vv'o need not dwell on the po.-isibility 
of the men really posaessing lliciu- 
selves of this valuablo publi.' pi-o[)erty 
oiigagiiig in fjirniiiig; i liov bad 11(31 tlio 
remotest intention of cuUiva!i:ig a 
dozen acu'ca on tlio vvbole islaiul; thoii 
admitted object was to cover tho en- 
tire of the rich veins of iron ore, wiiicli 
extends through a great part of Tox- 
ada. Did these' men iat&nd by the 
investment of capital aud^^ employ me at 
of labor to turn tliis immcnso mineral 
wealth to account? Xut they, they 
inorely sccurrd tho right to hawk the 
title to the ground about tho dill'oreut 
luarkctri of tlic world, , and .cell, ft for 
what it would fetch. SucH discoveries 
aresomotimes made by poor men, who 
dispose of their rights aa discoverers to 
capitalists, "n-bo in turn aak tho privilege 
of working tho mineral deposits from tlio 
(,'uverninent, and tho govornmont js then 
in a position to tloniund and imposo cer- 
tain conditions on tho right to work the 
mine, securing as nuieh benolits as may- 
be reasonably insisted upon, for tho pub- 
lic revenue, and tho outlay of a certain 
ambiiut of capital, whichmeana thoenricb- 
ment of the country, in tho consumption 
of produce, tools, and articles of luxury, 
whicli pay duty. But what aro tho fac'te 
in relation to tho Texada mine? Tlio great- 
er part of tho land was covorod by pre- 
cm[)ti(Uis ostensibly for farming jiurpo. 
ses, of which tho heads of government 
were aware, and they ;d.--o knew that this 
was a mere pretext, hocaiiso tho then Pre- 
mier and tho Attonioy-Geuoial, visited 
the Island and srui' the ore, di,scussiug its 
value with the principal movers in this 
.■lusiiieious looking scheme; nay more, tho 
Premier absolutely accepted a commis- 
sion to .sell tho luiuein Caiiadaor Loudon 
and took with liini for tliat [lurposo sntn- 
plos of Iho ore, witli maps and plana of 
the mine. Noo'iowill bol>eve that the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
could bo ignorant of what was coDcocte<l 
on the Island of Texada, bnt ho novorthe- 
les.^i granted ciM-titloates of iinprovenicnt 
to two or three of Llic ilisaiil pre-emii- 
tors, tliiH giving them power to alienate 
Llioir titles f(n- a eonsiderutiou, if they 
felt so disposed, Cousidoring that tho os- 
t 'lisible pre-eniplor.s had only acquired 
Lln-ir titles byprc-oriipti'jn,aboata Jaonth 
or so, it was really very accommodating 
on tho part of tho Chief Com miasionor to 
grant tUeui certificate's of improvoinont, 
and ho showed a coaiiiiGndable;auu)U!it of 
proia|)tituLlo rarely witnessed in tho 
Land ollice, as thoro aro many of our 
honest, hard-working farmers, who have 
faithfully ooiiipliea witli all the condi- 
tions of tho Land Act, who have the great- 
est difticuKy in olitaiiiing thoircortiticates 
of iinprovenicnt after Iho lapso of many 
months. Wo shall resume this subject 
in another article.

The Colonial jEmpiro. 

'■When tho boon of solf-govornmont 
was conceded t(; tho Colonies it ought to 
havo beon conceded," said Mr. Disraeli, 
in Juno, 1872, "as partof agroat Imperial 
soheme of consolidation. It ought to have 
boon accompanied by an Imperial tariff, 
and by a aociirity that tho peoolo of Eng- 
land should enjoy the unappropriated 
hmds in ti.o Colonies, which belonged to 
the Sovorei;.';ii of this country as tlieir 
truateo. ftou:>litto havo lieen accom- 
panied by a military .system. In which tho 
reciprocal duties and responsibilities of 
the Colonies and tho mother country 
should h.ivo been doiinnd; and by tho in- 
stitution of some r!?pre,=-,outativo council 
in London which would havo brought 
tho Colonies into constant and continu- 
ous relation:) with tho metropolitan Gov- 
ernment. " "'In my oxunion," added IMr. 
Disraeli on this same ooeasion, "no Miu- 
iuter will do his duty who omit3 any op- 
portunity to reconstruct, as much as'pos- 
sible.cur Colonial Empire, and to respond 
t ) thoso dista;nt .sympathies which ure a 
source of inea!cu!al)le strength and hap- 
wo . ds, and tho proraiuonoa given to them by 
piaoss to this country." Those are wise 
t he London ShmdardtO^s well as in tho spir- 
ited corameot which it makes upon thorn, 
leaves us room to'doubt the'soundness 
of the Colonial policy of the present Gov- 
ernmout. 

'•The British Colonies," ohsorvcs our 
contemporary, "are tho standing wit- 
nesses to the wisdom and the grandeur of 
English rule in the days when it was - in 
tho hands of Htatcanien able to lift their 
eyes beyond the narrow lior'zon of thoso 
islands. They represent tho period when 
England was a gic, it world {lowor, and 
when she was guvernod on . jjrinciplcs 
other than tliujo which aro u.sed in tho 
manag'smout of a parish vestry. They 
cou.-itituto tho eloments which make the 
name of Enfj'and formidable among tho 
nations — wh cli are tho host assurance of 
her strength, the foundations of her com- 
meivo and hor wealtli, and tho surest 
iruarantoo for the jieaco and civilization 
of a ViM-y largo ])ortion of tho globo. To 
retain this magnilioout heritage, won by 
the valour and genias of our forefathers, 
in our own interest aa well as in its own, 
is ft national duty so dear that it cannot 
rcipiiro many words to urge it upon Gon- 
servativo statement. Tho Government of 
Mr. Gladstone (continues tiio Slnudard) 
has. by repeated acts ard utterances, 
sho wn, if not it.i determination to shako 
off the Colonies, at least its iadiflferonco 
as to' \vliethor they stayed in the Empire 
or not. Its treatment of the Canadian 
claims at Washington; its refusal to take 
notice of the Fenian raids; tho indecent 
haste which it made to congratulate Pres- 
ident Grant's Go\ornment on its conduct 
during the Fenian invasion; its deliberate 
sacrifloe of tUe.Oani»diaa fjshories and of 
San Juan— all these things, if thoy wore 
not intended to let the Canadians believe 
that their ])rcsonco in tho Empire wore 
not desirable, havo certainly had the 
oflfoot of creating that opinion. As to sen- 
tiniont, which, aftornll, is tho true bond 
of Empire, no opportunity has been neg- 
lected of outraging and slighting it. The 
IliigstafTat Quebec was sold by public 
auction. Tho guns of tho fortress went 
to the highest bidder for their value as 
old iron. The Imperial autlioritioscould 
mit ovon an"or<l to forego the charge for 
tho wear and tear of those celebrated 
'rides in store,' which the Canadian Vol- 
unteers used to repel the Fenian- inva- 
fi\on."-^Oa7iacUan News.
